one of his brothers, Al Smith, is a, 
bookmaker. 


SMITH'S CAREER. 


Smith had had an unsavory career. 


Scandal had followed him, as a. clerk 
In the Legislature; as a drug clerk at 
San Quentln; as a member of the no-, 
torious "Shifty Eight" in the Board of 
Supervisors. Tet he was a, handy man 
for the corporations and the bosses, 
and they nominated him for Tax Col- 
lector on the Republican ticket in 1901. 
and he was elected. In 1903 he secured 
a re-election. 


In April of last year he went to his 


brother, James B. Smith, and told him 
he must have $65,000 at once or be dis- 
graced. The brother was shocked, but 
went to work and raised the money, 
supposing that the $65,000 would save 
the Tax Collector and protect the fam- 
ily name. 


But in a few days the Tax Collector 


came back and declared that to make 
good all defalcations he must ha\e 
$100,000 more. 
This was a poser for 


James B. Smith. He had made money 
m the coal dealing firm of J. C "Wil- 
son 
Co., which had the contracts for 


supplying coal to the 
United States 


transports, and he realized handsome- 
ly when his firm was merged, with the 
firms of John R. Howard and John Ro- 
senfeld & Sons, Into the Western Fuel 
Company. But with all that he was 
not a man who could go out and raise 
$165,000. 


SACRIFICE OF A BROTHER. 


Still he made every sacrifice to raise 


the money and save tne family name. 
He went to the 
Rosenfeld 
Brothers 


and to John C. Wilson, his old partner, 
and stated his case. They helped him 
at once, and he secured the $100,000 
through them, turning over all his se- 
curities and almost bankrupting him- 
self 
Since then he has been m the 


habit of getting up at 4 o'clock in the 
morning to go 
to the 
wharves and 


weigh coal, saving weighers' charges 
that he might have the money to pay 
against the great sum he had advanced 
for his rascal brother. 


Edward J 
Smith 
turned over to 


James B. Smith his two drug stores 
When the latter took hold of them he 
found there were $7000 of bills over- 


due, 
and he had to make them good, 


in addition to his other tremendous 
sacrifices 


So much for one brother's devotion. 


Now for the other brother's contempt- 
ible ingratitude. 


HIS DRUG BUSINESS. 


At the time 
that Smith first be- 


came involved financially he owned the 
drug store at the corner of Tavlor and 
"Eddy strees 
The business was a lu- 


crative one 
His income therefrom 


yielded him a net profit of $500 or more 
a month. 


His salary as Tax Collector yielded 


him another $333 monthlv. 


The drug store was turned over to 


James a year ago. Ed wanted to 
make good as he could to his brother. 


"Smith has one of the most econom- 


ical wives m the world," said a friend 
of his yesterday. 


"I don't think that 
his 
home ex- 


penses amounted to more than $100 a 
month. His wife saved every penny 
she could, not that she stinted herself 
or the family at all, but simply was of 
an economical turn of mind They have 
a beautiful little girl six years of age 
and Smith was very proud of hei. 


"I am not surprised to hear of this 


thing. Do you know, that for the last 
two weeks Smith has been very pecu- 
liar. 
His conversation would ramble 


at times and really I would think hp 
was crazv 
I called on him about three 


or four times a week on an average, 
just out of friendship. 


"Frequently when I got up to go he 


would say: 'Walt a minute, I want to 
talk with you; I have something very 


other such foolish thing. 


'I never knew Smith to spend much 


money dissipating. 
He smoked cigar- 


ettes a%reat deal, but never drafNc a 
drop of liquor. He had a heart as big 
as an ox. I have known him to be an 
ttentive audience when a story would 
be told among friends of some poor 
unfortunate whom he had never heard 
of that needed money with which to 
pay rent or was In distrett on account 
of sickness. 


'He would inquire into the details, 


and without delaying further would go 
to the distressed individual and supply 
the necessary funds. He would never 
talk about those things only to say 
'You can never tell when this thing is 
likely to hit any of us.' 


I have often chlded him about those 


affairs and told him that I thought 
charity commenced at home.-He said 
that if anything ever happened to him 
that his wife would be taken care of 
out of his insurance, which amounted 
to more than $35,000. 


"I often asked him why he didn't re- 


main home nights. 
His drug store 


was being well taken care of by com- 
petent clerks and he had nothing to 
woiry about. It seems that he always 
ma.de excuses to his wife in the §ven- 
mg by telling her he had to go out to 
look out after his drug store affairs." 


WHERE l& HE? 


And this is the story of the defalca- 


tion of Tax Collector Smith

books in the Tax Collector's office, and 
that the defaulter may not be the 
only one who 
will face 
a criminal 


charge when the investigation is, com- 
pleted. 


THE SHORTAGE. 


It is estimated by the experts en- 


gaged in examining the books of the 
Tax Collector's office that Smith's de- 
falcation will amount to at least $68,- 


000. 
They discovered today one item 


of $10,000 which nad not been enter- 
ed and also detected several smaller 
shortages 


GONE WITH A WOMAN. 


The police believe that most of the 


money taken from the city was spent 
by absconder Smith for the benefit of 
women friends, one of whom is alleg- 
ed to have accompanied 
him in his 


flight. It Is the intention of those ex- 
amining into the case to make a full 
examination of the'books of the coun- 
ty treasurer, and probably of others 
who have the handling of public funds. 


Yet another rumor IB to thf> Affect 


that Smith, who is known to »'?.ve 
made frequent trips to Los Angles, 
used a portion of the stolen goM to 
plunge on Eastern stocks throufeh bro- 
kerage firms. 


He also had a mine near Grass Val-

CRUISER 


GALVESTON, 
April 27.—A .state 


of friction almost bordering on mutiny Is 
said to exist on the new United States 
cruiser Galveston. 
The vessel arrived 


here last "Wednesday • on her maiden trip 
to receive a silver service from the citi- 
zens of Galveston. The cruiser has been 
visited by thousands of people from aJ 
sections of the State. 
Yesterday Com- 
mander Cutler ordered his ship away 
from the wharves where she has been 
since her arrival, to anchorage in the 
roads, so that the officers might be'bettcr 
able to control the men, numbers of 
whom -were leaving the ship and over- 
staying their shore leave. Federal and 
municipal officers have today returned 
nearly two score of men found ashore, 
many of whom were drunk. 
Those men vigorously protested against 
the treatment which they allege is ac- 
corded them on board ship by Command- 
er Cutler. Men of long service who came 
from the vessel on shore duty and local 
people who were on board today, state 
that a condition verging on mutiny is 
existing there. 
The men among them several petty 
officers of long service pronounce the 
voyage of the Galveston the most unbear- 
able they have ever experienced. Many 
of the men denounced the commander 
and state that they are over-worked and 
under fed.

A Queer Idea of Friendship. 


The Fresno Republican criticizes the appointments of Mayor 


Lyon on the ground that he had selected men active in promoting his 
success—" a consideration," it says, "which should have no weight 
whatever." 
But, it adds, most of the appointees are personally un- 


objectionable. 
If they are personally unobjectionable, why should not 


the Mayor select his appointees from among his friends? 
He would 


be foolish and ungrateful if he did not. 


The namby-pamby theory that a man elected to a responsible 


public position should select his subordinates from among his op- 
ponents rather than from among his supporters has no place in com- 
mon sense or the practical affairs of life. 
It is born of political lassi- 


tude and the spirit of incivism which holds that political partisanship 
is criminal and that activity in behalf of a candidate or a principle^ is 
something to be discouraged and punished. It is the cry of the in- 
vertebrates and man-milliners of politics—the dilletante statesmen, 
who deem it undignified to participate in primaries. It voices the 
pedantic (and pusillanimous) philosophy that a cause or an administra- 
tion is safer in the hantis of its enemies than in the hands of its friends. 
' 
When a man is elected or appointed to an office all that can 


reasonably be expected of him is a faithful performance of the duties 
committed to his charge. It is but natural that he should give his 
friends the preference in selecting his subordinates. That is what 
men of sense usually do in the conduct of their private affairs. 
They 


donot regard friendship as a disqualification. 
Other things being 


equal, they take the friend, and even strain a point in his favor. 
It 


is the same in politics 
A man would stamp himself as a hopeless 


idiot were he to say to an applicant for employment, "You have been 
my friend, therefore I cannot employ you." 
It is the same in politics. 


Of course the Mayor of Fresno is obligated to choose for his 


subordinates men who'are honest and capable, but why should he 
not choose the honest and capable among his own supporters? The 
editor of the Fresno Republican is different from most men, however, 
for he says the appointment of friends is "bad in principle." No won- 
der his name \vas found at the bottom of the poll when the election 
returns came in. The man who believes that his friends are dis- 
qualified from receiving political favors at his hands'will generally 
find himself with very few friends when he aspires to office himself. 
His philosophy is too sublimated and altruistic for the common run 
of men whose blood runs red in their veins, and who stand by their 
friends and their friends' friends without inquiring too closely into the 
abstract merits of every quarrel. The great majority of mankind still 
subscribe to the maxim of Robert Greathouse, "I had rather be wrong 
and be with my friends and be right and be with my enemies " For- 
tunately, a Mayor of Fresno ma> be right and still be witft his friends.

He has within his gift a large patronage, hence his office 


is one eagerly sought after by politicians; consequently the expense of 
making a canvass for election is very great. And San Francisco is 
an expensive town to electioneer in 
it should be clear that the salary 


is wholly inadequate to the responsibility attached to the office and the 
expense of getting it; besides, a man competent to administer so im- 
portant an office, involving so large a trust, is worth more than $4,000 
a year. Thieves and incompetents will take the office on any terms 
—as San Francisco is now realizing. The Tax Collector is a fugitive 
from justice, bearing \vith him nearly $100,000 of the taxpayers' 
money. Whether the amount of his defalcation can be recovered 
from his bondsmen is not yet known, but none the less, the incident 
carries its lesson. Men who knew Edward J. Smith well were aware 
that his daily expenses about town exceeded his salary, yet he main- 
tained -his family m elegant style and supported one or more females 
in luxury. The climax was logical and inevitable.

An Abuse of the Law. 
> 


A Los Angeles milkman has had an employe-jvho left his .service 


arrested on a charge of stealing ten cents. On the face of it, this is 
a case of malicious prosecution—a palpable' attempt to Use the ma- 
chinery of justice to vent a private grudge. 
The cowardly and 


vicious character of the proceeding speaks for itself. Naturally the 
accused man declined to submit the case to the judgment of the petty 
magistrate who,issued the warrant, and called for a jury trial. 
So 


the taxpayers will be put to considerable expense by the effort of the 
complaining witness to make the law the instrument of an ignoble re- 
venge. Thus the law is abused, a citizen outraged and the public put 
to an unnecessary expense to aid a persecution. It was never con- 
templated that the law should be prostituted to such base uses, and 
happily it provides a mode of punishing men who so abuse it. The 
complaining witness may be required to pay all the costs of the pros- 
ecution in case the jury acquits, as it undoubtedly will, or he may be 
prosecuted for perjury in swearing out the complaint, and finally he 
is liable to a civil action in damages for instituting a malicious prosecu- < 
tion. The magistrate will be derelict if he does not make him pay the 
costs. In this connection, it iS to be said that the criminal courts are 
too frequently abused by malicious prosecutors. They are more often 
abused by shysters and their clients to enforce the collection of debts 
of doubtful legality. It often occurs that men will pay a claim not 
collectable by law to avoid the inconvenience, expense and unpleasant 
notoriety of standing trial on a disgraceful charge. The costs of 
whatever proceedings are taken are borne by the taxpayers. _ It is 
the duty of magistrates and prosecuting attorneysrto protect citizens 
and the public against such abuse of the machinery ofjjustice, but too 
often it is a duty neglected.

Professor _ Dupouey is one of the pic- 


turesque figures in the force of brilliant 
men who give instruction' to California 
young men and women at the State Uni- 
versity. He is able, magnetic, scholarly 
and most successful, and not the least 
interesting feature of the Dupouey home 
is the family of bright youngsters that 
live- under the Dupouey roof. 
In the 
University Professor Dupouey 


has been delivering during the last few 
weeks a series of lectures dealing with 
the various types of French women. He 
spoke yesterday upon "The, French Girl 
in the Contemporary Novel." and took 
occasion to point out that in almost all 


cases the typical French girl of fiction 
is far from corresponding to her proto- 
type in actual life. 


"The 
French girl as depicted in the 


modern novel." said the lecturer, "may 
be divided into three' classes. First we 
have the maiden who is absolutely -ig- 
norant of worldly affairs; secondly, the 
maiden of apparently weak will power, 
whether really so, or actually possessed 
of strong character, or again merely af- 
fecting this weakness to gain some end. 
In actual life 'these classes are not to 
be found. 
They are all ideal creations 


of the novelist. 


"The 
third and last class consists of 
young women of strong character, such 
as have been compelled by the .pressure 
of circumstances to earn their own liv- 
ing. 
Such women are plentiful in France 


today, hut they are by no means as grace- 
ful and interesting as such novelists as 
Zola would have us believe. 
They are 
generally harsh and unsympathetic. And 
so there is hardly any prevalent type in 
fiction that is'true to life."

Gorky declared he had never .written 
nor would he write anything against re- 
ligion 
On the contrary, he earnestly 
Sired to sec his people taught the true 
vital religion. But he had devoted years 
t otraveling afoot in Russia inciulllng inr 
to religious conditions,. the result con- 
vincing him that the monks and the 
clergy generally were ignorant and un- 
able to teach the. religion they Proteased 
and that sunerstitlt on and ••.formality 
pervaded their so called religion, about 
which there was no reality.

"They taugh that there were sixty or 
seventy Virgin Marys," he said. 
It was 
sheer polytheism. As to dogmatic teach- 
ings, that did not exist." 
, 
Gorkv condemned the war whicn, ne 
said, had ruined the peasants and was 
ruining the country. Generally it was 
unpopular and -hated throughout Russia 
The Russians neither wished It nor un- 
derstood why it was waged; soldiers 
went to it with the utmost reluctance; it 
was waged for the benefit of the bureau- 
cracy not for Russia. 
Detailing the 
events 
of "Vladimir's 
Sunday" Gorky- said he had little doubt 
that his trial would again result in his 
being imprisoned.

HIS.CAREER., 


Kozloff's entire career has been spent 


in the police or gendarmerie, begin- 
ning -as assistant chief of police at 
Riga in 1861 and later during the ex- 
citing Nihilistic days alternating as 
chief of police of Moscow and St. Pe- 
tersburg. He succeeded the .father of 
Trepoft here.

was acquitted by a- public court on 
the charge of attempting the life of. 
the:<eld'er Trepoff in revenge for his act 
in ordering her 
student lover to be 


Hogugd for declining to uncover when 
the chief of police passed in the street, 
the jury practically justified her plea 
that she did not intend to kill him, but 
only .to pillory Trepoft: before the world 
for his harsh treatment of students. 


HUNTED NIHILISTS. 


Kozloff's service as chief of police 


of St. Petersburg covered the period 
following the assassination of Alexan- 
der III in 1881 after Alexander III had 
thrown over Genera] Lorish-Melikoff, 
the famous soldier and statesman, who 
was Minister of the Interior, and other 
liberal advisers of his father, and had 
surrendered to M. Popedonasteff. the 
procurator general, and the reaction- 
ary party. He retired after crushing 
the Nihilist conspiracies and the con- 
clusion of the famous trials. He was 
the head of the celebrated committee 
of public safety composed of twenty- 
five persons, his name apeparing on all 
orders. ,• "Kozloff" means "goat," and! 
the 
public sarcastically 'denominated i 


his proclamations "orders of Kozloff | 
and his 25 goats." Nevertheless, Koz- 
loff. succeeded in what he set out to 
do, earning the greatest praise from 
his imperial master, who heaped deco- 
rations upon him, Conferring on Koz- 
loff among other orders the Alexander 
Navsky order, never' previ ously given 
to a chief of police.

Mr. Bigelow, in speaking of the/,;Bro3- 
head estate before the riling of tlie peti- 
tion in bankruptcy, admitted that he- was 
indebted to the estate. 
"It is true that the estate was valued 
at about $1.000,upO, but alt the personal 
property way divided some time ago," he 
said. "I am indebted to the estate, but 
nothing like the amounts that have been 
rumored. 
I owe the estate about $1UU,- 


000. 
As soon as Mr. Broadhead cornea I 
shall try to arrange with him to - pay 
back the amount. I will also retire as 
trustee." 
The Henry C. Payne estate is ab&o- 
luteiy intact, according to Gocrge P. Mil- 
ler. 
It amounted to $700,000 but neither 
executor of the estate could 
transact 
business without the sanction of the 
other. 
The filing of the voluntary, petition in 
bankruptcy was not decided upon until 
yesterday when Attorney Spooner was
